more than what is direftly to my Purpofe and Subject in 
chan Hand. But it is well known, that after his public Spirit, 
feconded by the Citizens of beft Credit and Fortune, could 
not work it's Way, when his Perfpicuity and Eloquence 
could not prevail, the Publication of his Thoughts in a 
Pamphlet entitled, 4 Defence of feveral Propofals, &c. had 
fuch an Effeét, that, in the following Year, the Money, 
judg'd neceflary for the current Seryice, was procured on 
more eafy and reafonable Terms, natwithftanding the Con- 
tinuance of the War, which naturally enhances inftead of 
lowering the Price of Money. And yet, if the Prefs had 
been at that Time under the Superintendency of a Licenfer, 
doth any one-imagine that that Pamphlet would have been 
permitted to have feen the Light ? Could a Licenfer have , 
expected to have received the Thanks of an Adminiftration 
for giving itan Imprimatur ? Or, can we ever hope to fee an 
Account of Male-Adminiftration coming forth under mini- 
ferial Authority. 

To this Account of Property, we may place thofe Inva- 
 fions of, not only Men’s Fortunes, but their Lives, in the 
Reign of Charles the Second, which was yet lefs violent 
than that of his Brother ; thofe exceffive Fines beyond Peo- 
ple’s Means of fatisfying, amounting in Effeét to Imprifon- 
ment for Life; thofe Executions of Men, whofe Lives did 
Honour to Mankind, and Deaths were an indelible Reproach 
tothe Government they fuffered under, both the Fincs and 
Executions afterwards declared tyrannical and illegal, by 
A&s of Parliament pafied upon the Revolution. To this 
iN Hg (‘int of Property is very pertinent and ftrong, what is 
or t ‘firmed by our Hiftorians of this Reign, That Party-Rage 
ming, fm ‘*Ppeared in all private Affairs, fo that Judgments were 
Tum m'd, not according to Right, but the Principles of Parties ; 

which confirms what has been already advanced, that it is 
OUNSE Me Spire of the People alone which mutt give Force and 
, hut a Energy to the true Meaning of the Law ; for there was no 
py: Want of Laws, and thofe excellent ones too, in thofe Days, 
- yo tho’ rendered invalid and infignificant by the Circumftances 
ay fil, Of the Times. It is hardly to be imagined, that Princes, 
CRA tewly reinftated from Exile, would have entered fo preci- 
Bacon Mately on thofe extravagant Meafures, or would have found 
go Minifters or Judges fublervient to their Purpofes, if they 
Ts. tad not been encouraged and armed with this Security, if 
they had not prefumed on the Paflivenefs of a People who 
given up the Right of complaining, of informing, or 
the being informed, 





Under the Reign of Charies the Second was the firft Re- 
ftraint on the Liberty of the Prefs, and that for a Time 
only, which lafted however the Remainder of his, and was 
continued all his Brother’s, Reign ; and thefe were the great 
Bleffings derived from thence on the People. I have not 
Time to enter into the Encroachments of Ecclefiaftical Juril- 
diGtion, nor todo nore than }=ft touch on the expounding * 
Power affumed and exercifed by the Courts in 4 e/minjter- 
Hall, with refpe& to the Statate-Law, and the Alieration 
of the Common-Law according to the pretended Alteration 
of the Conveniency of Things ; by which Judges have in 
Effect erected themfelves into Legiflators. All thefe Excefles 
are countenanced and fupported, in Proportion to the Ob- 
ftacles which are laid in the Way of Perfons able and will- 
ing to expofe them: The Remedy, I allow, is in the Par- 
liament; but the moft able are not always of the Parliament, 
and none but the Ignorant, who are unacquainted with the 
Difficulty of attaining Knowledge, difdain Information. 

Befides National Liberty and Property, Liberty too of 
Confcience and Religion will engage Multitudes in this 
Caufe: There are People of various Seéts and Opinions, 
who will all concur in this Point, whofe united Affittance, 
in oppofing fo pernicious a Proje, may with great Cer- 
tainty be reckoned on; for.they, who, having the Misfortune 
(I fpeak as a Member of the Church of England ) of fepa- 
rating from the Eftablifhed Church, enjoy the Benefit of a 
Toleration, cannot be ignorant of the clofe Connection 
which their Cafe has with Freedom of writing as well as 
fpeaking : How are they to defend themfelves in cafe of 
Danger, or an Attack? The Clergy, in the laft A& of 
Parliament for reftraining the Liberty of the Prefs, were 
conftituted Licenfers of religious Books, and no doubt will 
‘be in any future A&t; it is highly proper they, if any, 
fhould be fo; for, withont it, the National Church would 
probably foon totter from it’s very Foundations: And tho’ 
the Clergy fhould be ready and content to put the Merit and 
Excellency of their Doétrines to the Teft of Reafon, and 
truft the Dogmas of the Church to the Prevalency of Truth, 
as they fafely may and no doubt willmgly would, both their 
Abilities and Caule giving fufficient and ample Encourage- 
ment, yet they would be abfolutely debarred the Exercife 
of fuch Candour and Ingenuity, through Fear, and that too 
no unreafonable one, of being cenfured as ufhering into the 
World Opinions which they do not approve, nay perhaps 
even condemn, as contributing, by their Sanétion and 
Authority, to the Propagation of heterodox Notions. I 
might here take a larger Compafs with refpe& to Religion, 
and reprefent the Danger of Innovations in our own Church, 
if thofe, in any future Time, at the Head of the Church

fhould come to think that our Faith needed Enlargement in 
any Points; which may happen from a firm Perfuafion and 
fincere Belief in erroneous Sentiments, free from any Lut 
of Power. I have that Regard for the Church, as at pre- 
fent eftablithed, that I fhould be forry (as muft every Friend 
of the Eftablifhed Chureh) to fee any thing of that fort, or 
any new Doétrines, impofed by Authority. 

But to return to the diflenting Part of the Nation: Théy, 
it is to be prefumed, have not entirely forgot, that, by a 
Law paft in the 16th of Charies II. they were punifhable 
for reforting to their Places of religious Worfhip with 
Tranfportation on the thud Offence. The Diflenter, one 
may venture to affirm, doth not entertain fo difadvantageous 
an Opinion of his own Caufe and Principles, as to think 
that fo fevere a Law would have ftood long unrepealed, if 
there had been in thofe Days an Opportunity of fairly repre- 
fenting the Cafe to the World. He will too, without doubt, 
confider the Confequences which may arife even in thefe 
Times, or at leaft in future ‘Times, by narrowing Men's 
Minds, and precluding them from a Varicty of Reafoning 5 
which, though it doth not always carry with it convincing 
Pooof, yet, fhewing the Grounds of People’s Opinions, con- 
ciliates and creates a compaflionate Indulgence and bene- 
volent Difpofition towards thofe from whom we differ: Bat 


when religious Tenets are laid down in fo pofitive a Manner, 


and the People are made to believe that they are fo perfect, 
fo felf-evidently clear, fo effential to right Faith, that there 
is no Colour or Shadow of Reafon for thinking in any other 
Way ; the next Step is a pretended or real Concern for 
Brethren walking in Darknefs, and treading the Paths of 
Error and Death ; to which fucceeds that Chriflian Com. 
paflion of faving Men's Souls by Inquifitions, and informing 
their Minds by bodily Pain and Torture, and all that T'y- 
ranny of the Church of Rome, fo much abhorred in this 
Country at prefent. 

I am far from fuppofing that the prefent Dignitaries of 
our Church could be guilty of any fuch Intention ; on the 
contrary, I have great Honour for them, perfwaded as I 
am, that they hold fuch Notions in as great Abhorrence as 
ever any of their Predeceffors did: Lam only reprefenting 
the natural ‘Tendency of Things, and the Errors which 
may creep into our Church by Time, as well as that of 
Rome, which was once pure. Power is naturally fought 
after; it is 4 Priticiple which Self-l’refervation feems to 
infpire, as well as Vanity and Pride, to cherifh: The Non- 
Conformifts themfelves, if there was a Profpect of attaining 
it, would fcarce decline it; and none can exercife it with 
greater Moderation than the prefent Pofleffors. I will not 
enter into the Hiflory * of the z2oth Article of our Efta- 
blifhed Faith, relating to the Power and Authority of the 
Church ; was there any thing to blame in over-zealous 
Friends of the Church in thofe Days, I would with filial 
Duty rather chufe to hide her Nakednefs than unneceflarily 
and unprofitably expofe it: But if an inordinate Paflion for 
Power has heretofore difcovered itfelf, it may with Time 
revive; all Men are fubjeét to Paffion, and they who run 
the greateft Rifque of fuffering by it, ought to be moft upon 
their Guard againft it. The Church of England is my prin- 
cipal Care; but Charity, which is universal, infpires me 
with foine Degree of a more general Concern, and inftruéts 
me to wifh every Man placed beyond the Reach of Injury, 
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* See Bifhop Burnet and Bennet, as lihewife Collins's 
Pamp! het. 
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w ich was the firt Caufe of the Inftitution and is now the great 
I'nd of every juft Government: And, with regard to the 
particular Intereft of even the Members of the Kftablithed 
Church, if there was any Dependande to be had on the 
Accounts above hinted at, which I am far from afferting, 
but leave to be examined into and decided by thote who are 
more verfed in Ecclefiaftical Learning than I pretend to be, 
they would furnith an ample and irrefragable Proof of the 
Neceflity of doing what St. Paw/ recommends, of ** Proving 
All Things.” Before I quit this Head of Religion, I mutt 
beg Leave to prefs an Argument, which will be foon per- 
ceived to go farther than religious Affairs, and to extend to 
all Sorts of Abule and Impofture ; but I chufe to urge it in 
this Place, in this particular Inflance, not only becaufe Re- 
ligion is the inoft interefting Thing in the World, but be- 
caule too ‘Truth is feen by fome People in fome Points of 
View more diftinétly than in others (tho’ it is in itfelf the 
fame in whatever Point of View feen) but being caught in 
one Light is more eafily carried on to others. No one then, 
enjoying the Information which accompanies the Protettant 
Religion, ble with the Light which fhines on the Under- 
iinndings of thofe of the Reformed Church, can fuppofe that 
thule grofs Impofitions of wis could prevail even in ah, 
ot the People be kept groveling in fuch profound Ignorance 
and Darknefs, if the Prefs was not there under Rettraint, if 
Men dared to writc, ‘This Frecdom of writing is well 
known to have been the original Caufe of the Reformation ; 
without it, a Relapfe is evidently to be apprehended : ‘The 
fame Method of Reafoning is univerfally applicable to ail 
Cafes of Prejudice and Error, and Evils proceeding there- 
from of what kind foever.

Wednefday the Sheriffs of the City of London prefented 
the Petition of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, to the Hlon, Houle of Commons againit the Bill 
now de pending for Naturalizing of Foreign Proteitants. 

A Bil is ordered into Parliament to prohibit Infurance on 
Ships belonging to France, and on Merchandizes or Effects 
landed thercon, during the prefent War with France. 

Sir Edward Hawke, Knight of the Bath, will we hear, 
be cle¢ted Member of Parliament for Port(mouth without 
Oppofttion, in the Room of ‘Thomas Gore, Efq; who has 
made his Fleétion for the ‘Town of Bedford. 

On ‘Therfday Sir Richard Wrottefly, Bart. was elected, 
without Oppofition, Member of Parliament for Taviftock 
in Devonthire, in the Room of the Honourable Richard 
Gower, Efq; who made his Election for Litchfield, 

The fame Day the Right Hon. the Earl of Ancram was 
ele€ted, without Oppofition, for Richmond in Yorkthive, 
in the Room of Sir Conyers Darcy, Knight of the Bath, 
who made his Eleétion for the County of York. 

As was likewife George ‘Treby, Efq; for Plimpton in 
Devonthire, in the Room of the Hon. Richard Edge 
cumbe, Efq; who has made his Election for Leftwithiel 
in Cornwall.

Samucl Auftin, on the late Aét to prevent Smugeting i 
James Walker, for aflaulting James Figgins on the Hi 
way, robbing him of a Gold Watch; William Wardlow, 
for robbing Jonah Rogerion, on the Highway, of a Silver 
Watch; and Elizabeth Taylor, for ftcaling Goods to a 
comfiderable Value out of a Dwelling-Houfe. 

Wednefday Deloffe, Mafter of the Cock Alehoufe in 
Petticoat-Lane, was tried at Guildhall for keeping a dif- 
orderly Houfe, and being found guilty, was fentenced to 
fix Months Imprifonment in Newgate, and fined 1 s. 

On Friday Mr. Winton, a Lighterman at Rotherhithe, 
was robbed in Lock Fields about T'welve o’Clock at Noon, 
by three Women and a Man dreffed in a Sailor’s Habit, 
who took from him his Wacch, and 41. they afterwards 
tripped him of his Coat, Waiftcoat, Hat and Wig, and 
then made over the Kiclds towards Camberwell ; but the 
ellow being apprehended there, has fince impeached the 
Gang which coniifts of fourteen. 

A fingle Highwayman, well mounted, has lately com- 
mitted many Robberies betwec:, Camberwel and Peckbam ; 
and on Monday laft he attack’d Mr. Pritzler, an eminent 
Hamburgh Merchant, of Lawrence Poulteney- Lace (who 
was going from thence in his Chariot to his Seat at Peck- 
ham) and took his Purfe and other ‘Things of Value. ’Tis 
remarkable, that this Gentleman was roobed of his Watch 
and Money by the fame Highwayman, on the fame Road, 
about three Weeks ago. 

A few Days goa great many Deferters were brought 
to the Savoy from Portimouth in Waggons, moft of them 
young Recruits. 

Lait Saturday a Fire broke out in the Dwelling-Houfe 
ef Mr. Hare, at Eafterly in Suffex, which confumed the 
Houfe and fome Stables. A Child in the Cradle unhappily 
perifhed in the Flames, occafioned by the Fright of the 
Mother, who forgot the Infant. 

We hear from Somerfethhire, that as the Right Hon. the 
Lord Ilchefter was fhooting at a Woodcock, the Gun burft, 
by which Accident his Hand was very much wounded ; but 
is now in a fair way of Recovery, 

Wednefday a Poft-Chaife, coming from Windfor, was 
loft in the Waters near Belfond and a Gentleman drowned : 
The Boy who drove the Chaife faved himfelf by fwimming.

** We have had here the greateft Flood which has been 
known for many Years.
